The Ohinese 
jgovernmont had fob the smallest iuten- 
tion of lifting a finger to bolp England 
(aaless indeed it had become plain. that 
England wae going to win), and pluyed 
off the ropresentatives of the Powers in 
Peking one against another ia the moat 
approved Oriontal fashion, By encourap- 
ing tao Englich and German Ministers 
in their hopes, and the Russian add 
Brench in theirs, the Taungli Yamén 
maintained ite usual policy of inaction aud 
rajoiced secrotly at. the stato of aflaica with 
exceeding and great joy. For tho more 
onergatic spirits among the grest Chinese 
officials conceived that the golden moarnent, 
had arrived to carry out tho policy in which 
they had never wavered since foreigners

king ; shelling Neanking snd Wachang; 
and dealing terrible vengeance iu Hunan. 
and Hupeh where an ignorant resistance was 
Vattemptad. “Thus China was taught the 
lesson she bad been so slow to learn, and 
every official from the highest to the lowest 
realised at Inat how powerful wore the 
nations of tihe West, aad how diro, if slow 
to atic, is tho yengeanco talten, when 
righteous indignation moves the forces of 
civilisation to crush barbaric powers imped- 
ing wilfully the world’s progross. And 
Ohina capitulatad utterly and cried out for 
mercy. Thon aConforence of the Towors 
was hold to consider the future of tho 
country. .And it wos decided: to “destroy 
tho then oxisting despotism, and replace it 
by a more rational eystem of goverament, 
based upon the plan of England’s rule in 
India, During the war of retribution tho 
Emperor had died (of sheer fright, it is 
said), ledving no childron, And ‘as tho 
Ghipeso for long had been feotting under 
tho awsy of the Manchu dynasty, the 
Conference of tha Powers’ decided that 
the Mauchu dynasty should not be 
revived, but replaced by & Chinese 
Emporor. And one of the wiser sort 
among the great princes was appointed 
Emperor by the Powers and placad in 
Nauking, occupying “hia high position 
only upon condition of his complying in all” 
things with the dictates ‘of a Grand Coun- 
cil of the Powers permanently ostablishod 
in Shanghai.

The 
back and shoulders of the cow wore deeply 
lacerated by the wild beasts clawa, A 
poultice of leavos bad been applied and abe 
was kept in the enclosure until she should 
recover, ‘The little episodé gave us s vivid 
realization of the nature of the country in 
which we were sojourning. The appear 
ance of the country with its rocky hills, 
filled with caverns and covered with jungle 
showed it to be the very place to harbor 
such animals.
